NEW OILFIELD TOWN 
TO BE KNOWN AS “DEVON” 


Engineered Buildings Ltd., Cal- 
gary, have been awarded a Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
contract to build at their Calgary 
plant a complete prefabricated town 
and transport it piece by piece to 
a site 12 miles northwest of Leduc 
adjoining the new oil field where it 
will be re-erected, The new town, 
to be named “Devon,” will be com- 
plete in every detail with houses, 
churches, stores, a school and _ re- 
creational centre. 

It is expected that the complete 
project will represent an invest- 


ment of several million dollars with 
the first phase alone—comprising 
60 houses, an hotel and an office 
building —to cost $1,500,000, Work 
has already started in Calgary on 
the first phase and as the prefabri- 
cated sections are built they will be 
transported north by trailer truck.

GARDENING HINTS 


(By A.T. Kemp) 


DID YOU 


Know that it is good time to plant 
outside. certain kinds of hardy 
bulbs such as tulips for blooming 
early next spring. 

A bulb is fleshy, thickened, and 
usually an underground stem in 
which a bud or buds will emerage 
and that being thickened it contains 
practically all the food materials re- 
quired to produce a flower. 

Tulips are now available on the 
market and should be planted about 
six inches deep in a hole dug out 
with the lower soil loosened up, 
and bulbs planted about four inches 
apart where they can remain for 
about three years undisturbed. 

Their wide range of colors. time 
of blooming. difference in height 
and whether single or doubles, 
inake them valuable assets to a 
floral display. 

It is really too late to plant Nar- 
cissi as they must be buried deep, 
est about ten to twelve inches, so 
reau're considerable t'me to grow 
throuch that depth for good results 
September is a good month for 

planting them. though fair results 

van be obtained even now 

Sift the corms of gladioli. They 
can new be cut down to within two 
inches of the ground, labelled, dried 
| if possible in the sun, and stored in 
|parer bags with top left open and 
| kept in a cool place as a partial ce@n- 
trol of thrip. The gladioli is a half 
lhardy perennial and sometimes 
can be found to have wintered out: | 
side without injury so that haste is 
not desired because they can still 
develop good corms for blooming | 
next vear. | 

Dahlias have been frosted now so 
can be cut down to within four in- 
ches of the soil, dug carefully be- 
cause of wide spreading new tubers, 
preferably in the sun, so! 
that they are downside upwards to 
allow excess moisture to drip out of | 
their hollow stems, or, kept in a 
warm place in case of frost for the 
same purpose. Label and_ store 
cither with soil in shallow boxes or 
if possible and preferably, can be 
kept in a potato bin undisturbed 
till spring.

SHIPPING CATTLE 
UNDER DIFFICULTIES 


Difficulties, and the overcoming 
of difficulties, confront the farmer 
all the world over, and every cor- 
ner of the globe has its own special 
brand of hazard to the farmer. In 
Western Australia, for example, the 
worry to the stockman is the long 
trail and transport of live cattle 
with particular snags looming up at 
the distant shipping ports. Shipping 
live cattle in Western Australia is 
a big part of the work of coastal 
vessels, says the Australian News. 
At the beginning of their 2,000 mile 
journey from their stations in the 
Kimberleys in the far northwest, 
the cattle are taken by drovers to 
a western port and driven down 
gangways, or races as they are cal- 
led in Australia, on to the jetties 
which may be more than a mile 
long. 

At some of the northwest ports, 
the tide drops 30 to 40 feet, leaving 
ships on the ocean bed and allow- 
ing passengers to walk around the 
boat almost dry-shod. This means 
that the cattle myst be urged down 
the ganeways from the end of the 
jetty right down into the — ship's 
hold. As the tide rises, sections of 
the gangway are taken off, until 
eventually, as the ship appears 
above the level of the jetty. the last 
of the cattle have to climb to enter 
the ship.
